The announcement 
regarding the second interim payment 
to be made by the Wheat Pool of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, and Manitoba. 
This payment will amount to between 
$12,000.000 to $15,000,000 to pool 
farmers in Alberta, and will be on a 
basis of 85c per bushel. 

This was the official statement of 
H. W. Wood, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Alberta Wheat Pool

Mr, Wood, in reply to a question, 
decilned to say what this represented 
in the aggregate, “This is a matter 
which concerns the poo! farmers them- 
selves,” he said.

This interim payment, which is the 
second on the 1924 crop, is being made 
almost a fortnight earlier than was the 
case last year. 

The payment of 35 cents i 
as highly satisfactory, and is more 
than was expected as a second pay- 
ment. The final payment will prob- 
ably be made in July. Pool farmers 
have thus received to date
